Ration Hits Farms 


Small Ration is Health Handicap, 

Economic Loss and Hardship to 

Rural) People, Says €, A. Hayden 
in Country Life 

It h..s been claimed that those re¬ 
sponsible for the short rations for 
canning sugar in Canada are men;, 
that they know very little about the 
amount of fruit put up by the aver¬ 
age family, and that they * have 
bungled the business very badly. Be¬ 
ing men they have probably argued 
that the women can manage somehow 
to make appetizing meals. They 
have probably never seen the fruit 
shelves of the average farm home in 
the fall of the year. 

But there is one man, at least, who 
knows what this 10 pounds per per¬ 
son restriction is going to mean. This 
is C. A. Hayden who writes on the 
subject in his monthly farm journal 
Country Life in B.C. He deals with 
the situation as affecting a fruit 
growing area, but in substance it is 
applicable to rural people of Alberta. 

Mr. Hayden says: “Lack of canning 
sugar will be a real hardship to many 
farm families and will increase sharp¬ 
ly their cost-of-living, provided they 
have money to purchase canned pro¬ 
ducts that will replace the fruits 
which they ordinarily process at 
home, and providing such canned pro¬ 
ducts are available, which seems im¬ 
probable. —- 

“Take one Okanagan farm family 
as an example. There is a faiqjjy of 
seven, with the five children taking 
lunch to school. The farm wife has 
jars op hand from other years. Fruita 
are grown on the farm or easily ob¬ 
tainable. The canning work is high 
pressured in extra hours of the busy 
summer, but these canne<T products 
are the family’s one source of this 
type of foodstuff for nine months of 
the year. They provide the vitamins 
which the sponsors of the National 
diet recommend. They also provide 
zest for meals, and for the children’s 
cold lunches. They cut the cost of liv¬ 
ing, help in the conservation which 
the government urges. Now what is 
the canning position of this farm 
wife? She will get 70 pounds of sug¬ 
ar compared with the 260 pounds 
which she normally uses and needs. 
Her shelves will be one quarter full 
and her family will have to do with¬ 
out articles of diet which the National 
Nutrition service advises as essential 
to proper body building. 

“Hardship is piled on hardship for 
this farm family and many thousand 
other such families in rural centres 
where they grow their own fruits. 
Hardship, waste of products, and pen¬ 
alties to growing children and adults 
are a direct result of thel943 canning 
sugar ration system adopted in Can¬ 
ada. 

“Dynamic efforts were made by Ot¬ 
tawa to produce this undesirable re¬ 
sult. Federal officials urged people to 
can more and to make sure they regis¬ 
tered for canning sugar. At the same, 
time they kept announcing that sup¬ 
plies of sugar were limited. The out¬ 
come of this turmoil was that about 
twice as many persons registered for 
canning sugar as had ever used can¬ 
ning sugar. 

“Then simple arithmetic gave the 
ten pounds per person. This was 
simple for the board, but what it has 
done td the domestic economy of 
Can&diajyhouseholds and the health 
of CanHM| families will only be ful¬ 
ly realMSTby next midwinter. 

“They Rave been laid before the B.C. 
Federation ' of Agriculture and the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture 
in the hope that some last minute 
sanity may be injected into the situa¬ 
tion for the benefit of the farm famil- 


A Typical Case 

“The farm wife above mentioned, 
with seven of a family gets 70 pounds 
of sugar. Last summer she used 250 
pounds for preserves. Most of this 
was grown on her own farm. She nev¬ 
er bought jam though she had 6 or 6 
lunches to put up five days a week. 
When help Is Tequired for harvest it 
is necessary to serve Ahem 12 meals 
before getting any help from the ra¬ 
tion board. On this farm they usually 
have 8 to 10 men for from 6 to 9 
meals. What is she’ going to do on 
about one-fourth of her customary 
sugar supply ? 

One typical wire of protest to Don¬ 
ald Gordon from one or the farm 
districts of B.C. points out that home 
grown fruit is essential and inexpen¬ 
sive part of household food supplies. 
There will be great wastage of fruit 
a.'’ a result of regulations. Commer¬ 
cially canned fruit is expensive and 
practically unobtainable, and urgent 
consideration is asked for the position 
of farm people who must put up win¬ 
ter supplies now. 

The revenue of CBC was $5,000,- 
000 last year. The sum of $2,330,000 
was spent ' for programs. Capital 
amounting to $1,300,000 had gone in¬ 
to building high pob-er stations at 
Sackville, Montreal, Toronto and Wa- 
trous.

Declare Locker 
Meat By June 30 

Quantity in , Storage on May 27 

Over and About 8 lb. Per Per¬ 
son in the Household 

Before June 30, all consupiers (in¬ 
cluding farmers) who store meat in 
lockers, must declare in writing to the 
nearest Branch of the Ration Admin¬ 
istration, the quantity of rationed 
meat they had in storage on May 27th 
over and above the allowance of 8 
lbs. per person in the household. For 
list of rationed meats see Meat Cou¬ 
pon Value Chart delivered in all 
homes, or get a copy from your Local 
Ration Board. Unrationed meats do 
not have to be declared. 

Written declarations must be ac¬ 
companied by sufficient Coupons from , 
the ration books of the^ locker user, 
and his household to cover the quan¬ 
tity of the declared stored meat, at 
the rate of 1 Coupon for each 2 lbs. 
of any rationed meat. 

Regardless of the amount of meat 
ir. storage on May 27th, the number 
of Coupons to be surrendered by the 
locker user need not exceed 50% of 
the total riioaf Coupons in the posses¬ 
sion of himself and his household; 
that is, not more than 26 Coupons 
from the book of any one person. 

Arrangements can be made through 
branches of tha Ration. Administra¬ 
tion to secure supplies to operate sum 
mer camps. Application should state 
(a) Number of guests (b) Period of-* 
1943 operation, (c) How many years 
camp previously operated.

1 Ion for less than seven consecutive 
days, or Tor has than 20 pe r s on a , wtH 
be considered. 

Camp operatora shall obtain from 
each guest: (a) Staying for 1 week or 
longer:—2 valid meat Coupons and 1

2 weeks or longer:—In addition to 
meat^ftd butter Coupons, also 1 valid 
sugaf Coupon and 1 valid tea/coffee 
Coupon; (c) A similar number of val¬ 
id Coupons for each succeeding week 
ot 2-week period respectively. Persons 
staying at summer camps are requir¬ 
ed to surrender valid Coupons on the 
above basis. 


Madame Chiang 
Shek at Ottawa 


China Has Withstood For Six Years 

Without Any Consistent Air Pro¬ 
tection. Must Not Be Strained 
Too Far 

Madame Chiang Kai Shek address- 
ed the Senate and Commons at Otta¬ 
wa in a dignified, powerful address 
which presented China’s present posi¬ 
tion, the need for the future, and the 
hope for a post-war world. The •Ghin- 
ese first lady received a wonderful ov¬ 
ation and is a master of English 
language. * 

She told of the growth of democ¬ 
racy in'China, and spoke of the part 
China has played in hanging like a 
millstone to the n«*k of the Japanese 
military. This persistence has occiu 
pied much of the military strength oi 
Japanese, preventing full realization 
of aims against other countries. 

Within the last year Japan has 
seized and carried away from occupied 
territories within China, including 
Manchuria, some 100,000,000 tons of 
raw material for the use of her arm¬ 
ed forces. 

“She is continually consolidating 
her position as a vicious world threat 
and increasing her exploitation of 
China’s resources aimed at the Unit¬ 
ed Nations.” 

Until recently the Chinese army 
had never had the sort of consistent 
air protection necessary for even 
small-scale offensives, she said. 

“The fact that our army with the 
help of a few planes in the combined 
American and Chinese air forces was 
able to rout the enemy in the last up¬ 
river Yangtze invasion proved con¬ 
clusively that comparatively, much 
can be done with comparatively little. 

“The danger to China and to the 
United Nations, however, is not past; 
the magnificent will to resist of the 
Chinese people and army, implement¬ 
ed only by inadequate fighting mater¬ 
ial, must not be strained beyond be¬ 
yond human endurance, for if Japan 
should succeed in subjugating China, 
the repercussions to the cause of the 
United Nations would he the greatest 
cataclysmic disaster civilization has 
yet to face.” 

Turning to world prospects after 
the war, she said that merely policing 
the world to prevent further strife 
would be insufficient. Something fun¬ 
damental and positive was needed as 
well. 

Mme. Chiang urged that the United 
Nations exercise foresight and under¬ 
standing “so that the vanquished will 
he treated as neighbors and as fellow- 
beings, while punishment should be 
limited only to the perpetrators of 
this war.” 

Speaking of Canada’s contribution, 
she said: “The accumulated heroism 
of your comrades, the large amount 
of foodstuffs and munition which * 
your country has sent to England, the 
manner in which you have utilized 
your air bases for training of Allied 
effort, and the fact that per capita 
Canada has produced more for the 
war effort than any other member of 
the United Nations are indicative of 
Canada’s will to fight to victory.” 

Alta. Health Plan 
20 Million-Yearly 

Under the new Dominion Govern¬ 
ment health legislation which has 
been proposed, it would require al¬ 
most $20,000,000 annually to provide 
adult Albertans with the outlined 
services. 

A provincial committee has been 
studying the points of the proposed 
act. 

The committee reported that of the 
$20,000,000 needed annually, $17,752,- 
000 would be required to provide act¬ 
ual health services and a further $1,- 
614,000 would be heeded by the prov¬ 
ince to operate its end of the plan. 

The proposed plan, announced at 
Ottawa recently, would embrace al¬ 
most every phase of health. It would 
incorporate tax levies necessary for 
its operation, outlines the methods of 
payments, prescribed who shall pay 
and provides penalties for evasion of 
payment. / 

The committee found that each av¬ 
erage person in Alberta would require 
$21.60 of these services each year. In 
addition the committee estimated it 
t would cost an extra 10 per cent or 
$2.16 per person for administration. 
Thus $23.76 annually would-be needed 
for erfeh person in the province, and 
the amount needed would be $17,752,- 
000 . 

Of this amount, TTjwas suggested 
that the Dominion supply one-sixth 
or $2,819,000, which amounts to $3.60 
per person, leaving the province to 
pay $14,933,000. 

Under the plan the Dominion would 
-contribute $100,000 to allow the prov¬ 
ince to expand its present public 
health facilities.

On All War Fronts

Hon. C. Dl Howe /ells House of 

Commons of UoW Canadian In¬ 
dustry Has Exceeded All ' 
Pre-War Dreams 

Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of muni¬ 
tions, has told the House of Commons 
something of what has been achieved 
in Canadian industry in expansion, 
pioneering in new methods' and devel¬ 
opment of new processes. 

Changes in production in Canadian 
war industry may. mean change in 
war strategy, decided between Mos¬ 
cow, London and Washington. 

Canadian factories are today fitting 
British warships with Canadian-made 
guns, mountings, and most complicat¬ 
ed electrical detection instruments. 
They are making control clocks for 
naval use to determine range, elevate' 
the gun, calculate distance and wind 
deilection, and fire the gun td a split 
second. Canada’s electrical industry 
has turned to this work. 

Canada is making aircraft that are 
used on front lines the world over. 
Their Catalinas are over the Jap fleet 
in the Pacific; Lancasters over the 
Ruhr; dive-bombers harass Italy’s 
fleet; Mosquito fighter bombers over 
Berlin. 

Canadian standard freighters fit in¬ 
to the convoys of the United Na¬ 
tions—a program of 301) ships. One 
of uie Pacific yards has launched a 
10,000 ton freighter in 89 days from 
the laying of the keel. 

Canadian made 25 pound guns' are 
attacking Jap positions for China, and 
Chinese raiding parties use Canadian 
Bren guns. In Russia 1400 Canadian 
tanks have been rolling along.’ Instru¬ 
ments from Canadian factories are 
tracking down submarines. 

In 1940 it was believed that Canada 
could not make armour plate. Before 
the war not a pound had been made 
in Canada, but today the quality of 
this product is so high and the pro¬ 
cess so skilful that metallurgists 
from Britain and United States have 
visited this country to observe opera¬ 
tions. A Canadian factory is-now 
turning out enough to meet require¬ 
ments for tanks, armored cars, gun- 
shields, etc. — 

Canada is fourth steel producer of 
the Allied Nations. She has turned 
off 500,000 motor vehicles and half of 
the load-carrying vehicles used by the 
8th Aimy in Norht Africa came from 
this country. 

There are 1400 Valentine tanks go¬ 
ing from Canada on schedule to Rus¬ 
sia, and 1700 Ram tanks have now- 
been mad$. The most powerful ex¬ 
plosive developed anywhere in the 
present war is being made here. 

Factories are turning out rounds of 
heavy munitions at'the rate of 525,000 
a week. Chemical and explosive pro¬ 
duction is 10,000 tons per week. More 
than 25 million rounds of small arms 
ammunition are being turned out 
weekly. Rifle production is nearing 
40,000 per month. Twelve types of 
heavy guns are being manufactured 
end the output of 9000 Bren guns a 
month will be maintained. Aircraft 
production is running at 80 planes a 
week.

Hansell Queries 
Vanished Barn 


Speaking on Needless Waste in 

G ow ernmenl Projects Askes 

Where Vulcan Barn Disappeared 
To. 

E.. G. Hansell, M.I’., speaking on 
waste in government projects, used as 
an example the barn that vanished 
from property taken over by the air¬ 
field at Vulcan. 

The bam was on a property, being 
taken over for an air field. The barn 
had been offered for sale and bids 
from $80 to -$251.50 were received.

Mr. Childress of High River, dis¬ 
trict president of the A.F.U. gave an 
interesting address at a meeting of 
that organization held in the Legion 
hall on Wednesday evening, June 16. 
Mr. Childress is widely experienced in 
farm union work having been a mem¬ 
ber of the first union in Alberta when 
it had a membership of 50,000. He 
pointed out how the American far¬ 
mer was given a much fairer deal by 
their federal government than is the 
case in Canada. Owing to their be¬ 
ing better organized, the American 
federal . government* consulted the 
farm unions in arriving at a parity 
price for their products. In Canada 
the farm population comprises 35% 
of the total, yet they receive only 11% 
of the National income. While Cana¬ 
dian governments had persistently 
lefused to deal fairly with agriculture 
as a whole, other organized industries 
and trade unions told the'government 
what they wanted and got it, stated 
Mr. Childress, stating several instan¬ 
ces. . . 

He stressed the importance of food 
in the prosecution of the war and 
then went on to deal with the post 
war period at which time, he said, a 
farm union would have a large part 
to play in shaping social and economic 
problems. At the present time 95% 
of the Alberta farmers were bank¬ 
rupt, he stated. The A.F.U. is nut in¬ 
tended to interfere with other fariv^ 
organization hut -affords an opportunV 
ity for farmers to join in farm broth¬ 
erhood along the lines of the Brother¬ 
hood of Railroaders.
